0 Claims 1-3, 5-22, 24-29, 35-37, 39-41, and 43-53 are pending. 



1. Appellant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of all pending claims have been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-22, 24-29, 35-37, 39-41, and 43-53 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest selectively 
terminating execution of an instance of an application process in an application server 
prior to completing the sequence of messaging operations based upon detecting a 
prescribed variable at a prescribed location during the sequence including exchange of 
messages as claimed in claims 1, 11,16, 20, 35, 45, and 53. 

NOTE: Regarding Claim 45, 'application runtime environment" has been 
interpreted as a state-dependent processing platform for initiating and executing 
processes of the various applications, consistent with the disclosure on pgs. 8-9 and 1 1 
of the Specification.
